DETAILED ACTION 
Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Prior to this amendment, Claims 1-4, 6-12 and 16-24 were pending. 

After this amendment, claims 1-4, 6-10, 12, 16-21, 23 are allowed. Claims 1 and 

21 are independent. 

In the Claims 

Cancel claims 1 1 , 22 and 24. 
Amend claim 1 as follows: 

Claim 1 : (currently amended): An automated print order system for business 
stationery products, said automated print order system comprising: 

a company ta il or e d prototyp i ca l product record compris i ng a tomp l ato that 
d e fin e s th e placomont and typography of a plural i ty of i nformation e l ements for pr i nt i ng 
on a company - ta il or e d busin e ss e arn e r - stat i on e ry product; 
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on e or mor e prod e t e rminablo profil e s d e f i ning us e r - ind i cat i v e and company 
i nd i cativ e cont e nt for on e or mor e of th e i nform a t i onal e le m e nts prov i d e d by th e 
t e mplato; 

an internet acc o ssiblo purchasing interface that a l lows a company reprosontat i vo 
to p e rform prof ile manag e m e nt funct i ons, such as sp e c i fying and modify i ng th e 
company -i nd i cat i v e cont e nt of sa i d pr e d e t e nn i nab le prof ile s, and to p e rform ord e r 
process i ng funct i ons, sa i d ordor proc e ss i ng funct i ons bo i ng compr i sod of gonorating a 
pre press product automat i ca l ly i ncorporating sa i d pr e d e t e rm i n a bl e prof ile into said

at least one server computer configured to exchange data with a plurality of client 
computers: 
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said server computer having a processor, an area of main memory for executing 
program code under the direction of the processor, a storage device for storing data and 
program code and a bus connecting the processor, main memory and the storage 
device: 

the code being stored in said storage device and executing in said main memory 
under the direction of said processor, to perform the steps of: 

defining a plurality of company-tailored prototypical product records 
wherein each prototypical product record comprises a template to define the 
placement and typography of a plurality of informational elements for printing on 
a company-tailored business card or stationery product and wherein the template 
comprises tracking, kerning, text adjustment, and graphics placement 
information: 

generating a list of fields associated with each prototypical product record 
wherein the list of fields is adapted to be filled with content defined by a plurality 
of company-tailored predeterminable profiles: 

implementing a database to collect and store data according to said field 

list: 

providing a reguestor interface for entry of a distributed user's print order. 

operating said reguestor interface to present said user with selectable 
options including: 

an option to allow the user to select and order a company-tailored 
business card or stationery product to be printed according to the 
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company-tailored prototypical product record and a 
predeterminable profile defining content for one or more of the 
informational elements provided by the template; and 
processing the user's print order through a processor interface, said 
processor interface being adapted to directly generate a pre-press product 
automatically incorporating said company-tailored predeterminable profile into 
said tailored product. 

Amend claim 3 as follows: 

Claim 3 (currently amended): The automated print order system as recited in 
claim 1, wherein the requestor interface a ll ows a usor to so l oot only those products for 
wh i ch company - ta il or e d prototyp i c al product r e cords hav e b ee n d e v e lop e d, further 
comprises an option to allow the user to select only those products for which company- 
tailored prototypical product records have been developed. 

Amend claim 4 as follows: 

Claim 4 (currently amended): The automated print order system as recited in 
claim 1, wh e r ei n th e us e r - i nd i c a t i v e i nform a t i on i nc l ud e s th e us e r's nam e and t i t le . 
further comprising user-indicative information including the user's name and title. 

Amend claim 7 as follows: 
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Claim 7 (currently amended): The automated print order system as recited in 
claim 1 , wh e r e in sa i d ord e r proc e ss i ng funct i ons aro further compr i s e d of s ele ct i v el y 
authoriz i ng gonerat i on of said pro pross product. 

further comprising an option to selectively authorize generation of said pre-press 
product. 

Amend claim 8 as follows: 

Claim 8 (currently amended): The automated print order system as recited in 
claim 7, wh e r ei n sa i d ord e r proc e ss i ng functions ar e furth e r compr i s e d of mod i fying sa i d 
pr e d e t e rm i nab le prof ile - 
further comprising an option to modify said predeterminable profile. 

Amend claim 9 as follows: 

Claim 9 (currently amended): The automated print order system as recited in 
claim 7, wh e r ei n sa i d order proc e ssing functions ar e furth e r compr i s e d of mod i fy i ng th e 
us e r's print ord e r- 
further comprising an option to modify the user's print order. 

Amend claim 10 as follows: 
Claim 10 (currently amended): The automated print order system as recited in claim 7, 
wh e r ei n sa i d ord e r proc e ss i ng funct i ons a r e furth e r compr i s e d of d ele t i ng th e us e r's 
pr i nt ord e r, further comprising an option to delete the user's print order. 
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Amend claim 16 as follows: 

Claim 16 (currently amended): The automated print order system as recited in 
claim 7, wh e r ei n th e ord e r proc e ss i ng function furth e r compr i s e s a batch funct i on, said 
batch function be i ng adapted to contro l tho qonorat i on of said pro pross product / further 
comprising a batch function, said batch function being adapted to control the generation 
of said pre-press product. 

Amend claim 21 as follows: 

Claim 21 (currently amended): The automated print order system for stationery 
products, said automated print order system comprising: 
a computer i z e d r e pr e s e nt a t i on of a s e t of pr i ntab le stat i on e ry products; 
custom i z e d t e mp l at e s corr e spond i ng w i th e ach stat i on e ry product i n th e s e t, wh e r ei n 
th e t e mp l at e d e f i n e s a p l ura li ty of common a nd sp e c i f i c i nformat i ona l ele m e nts for 
print i ng on th e stat i on e ry product, and wh e r ei n th e templat e a l so d e f i n e s th e p l ac e ment 
and typograph i cal settings of th e inform a t i ona l ele m e nts to be pr i nted on tho stat i onery 
product; 

pr e d e f i n e d i nformat i on al cont e nt for th e common i nformationa l ele m e nts of th e 
custom i z e d t e mp l at e s, i nc l ud i ng for at le ast on e of th e common i nformationa l e le m e nts 
i nformat i ona l cont e nt that i d e nt i f ie s a sp e c i f i c org a n i zation;

be i ng adapted to automat i ca ll y g e n e rat e a pr e press product i ncorporat i ng both tho 
pr e d e fin e d i nformational cont e nt for th e common informat i ona l ele m e nts of th e 
custom i z e d t e mp la t e s a nd th e i nformat i on al cont e nt from th e us e r - d e f i n e d or us e r - 
selected profi l o. 

at least one server computer configured to exchange data with a plurality of client 
computers: 

said server computer having a processor, an area of main memory for executing 
program code under the direction of the processor, a storage device for storing data and 
program code and a bus connecting the processor, main memory and the storage 
device: 

the code being stored in said storage device and executing in said main memory 
under the direction of said processor, to perform the steps of: 

providing a set of printable stationery products: 

customizing templates for a business organization to correspond with 
each stationery product in the set, wherein the template defines a plurality of 
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common and specific informational elements for printing on the stationery 
product, wherein one of the common informational elements comprises a 
graphical representation of a business organization logo and wherein the 
template also defines the placement and typographical settings of the 
informational elements to be printed on the stationery product; 

providing predefined informational content for the common informational 
elements of the customized templates, including for at least one of the common 
informational elements informational content that identifies a specific 
organization: 

providing a reguestor interface for entry of a print order by a user 
associated with that organization, wherein said reguestor interface prevents the 
user from defining or modifying the organization-identifying informational content; 

operating said reguestor interface to present said user with selectable 
options including: 

an option to select a stationery product from the set of printable 
stationery products. 

an option to define or select a profile comprising informational 
content for the specific informational elements of the customized 
templates; and 

in response to the print order, automatically generating a pre-press 
product incorporating both the predefined informational content for the common 
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informational elements of the customized templates and the informational content 
from the user-defined or user-selected profile. 
Amend claim 23 as follows: 

Claim 23 (currently amended): The automated print order system of claim 2221, 
wherein one of the common informational elements comprises graphical representation 
of a business organization logo. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

After this amendment, claims 1-4, 6-10, 12, 16-21, 23 are allowed. Claims land 
21 are independent. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance 
for independent claims 1 and 21. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Applicant's remarks in his submission of 6 July 2006 are commensurate with 
both the original disclosure and the claims as amended. 

New searches were carried out based on amended claim language. 

Claim 1 

Regarding claim 1 : Additional searches show that the prior art of record neither 
anticipates not fairly and reasonably teaches the combination of steps of claim 1 , 
including: 

defining a plurality of company-tailored prototypical product records wherein each 
prototypical product record comprises a template to define the placement and 
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typography of a plurality of informational elements for printing on a company-tailored 

business card or stationery product and wherein the template comprises tracking, 

kerning, text adjustment, and graphics placement information; 

generating a list of fields associated with each prototypical product record 

wherein the list of fields is adapted to be filled with content defined by a plurality of 

company-tailored predeterminable profiles;... 

providing a requestor interface for entry of a distributed user's print order, 
operating said requestor interface to present said user with selectable options 

including: 

an option to allow the user to select and order a company-tailored 
business card or stationery product to be printed according to the 
company-tailored prototypical product record and a predeterminable 
profile defining content for one or more of the informational elements 
provided by the template; and 
processing the user's print order through a processor interface, said processor 

interface being adapted to generate a pre-press product automatically incorporating 

said company-tailored predeterminable profile into said tailored product. 

Concerning claim 1 , the Examiner notes that the specification, page 9, lines 19 

through page 10,line 11, describes the process of generating templates and company 

prototypical records corresponding to database fields. 



Claim 21 
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Regarding claim 21 : Additional searches show that the prior art of record neither 
anticipates not fairly and reasonably teaches the combination of steps of claim 21 , 
including: 

customizing templates for a business organization to correspond with each 
stationery product in the set, wherein the template defines a plurality of common and 
specific informational elements for printing on the stationery product, wherein one of the 
common informational elements comprises a graphical representation of a business 
organization logo and wherein the template also defines the placement and 
typographical settings of the informational elements to be printed on the stationery 
product; 

providing predefined informational content for the common informational 
elements of the customized templates, including for at least one of the common 
informational elements informational content that identifies a specific organization; 

providing a requestor interface for entry of a print order by a user associated with 
that organization, wherein said requestor interface prevents the user from defining or 
modifying the organization-identifying informational content; 

operating said requestor interface to present said user with selectable options including: 
an option to select a stationery product from the set of printable stationery products, 
an option to define or select a profile comprising informational content for the specific 
informational elements of the customized templates; ... 

The Examiner notes that the specification, page 12, line 22-page 13, line 18, 
describes the process of providing a requestor interface for entry of a print order by a 
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user associated with that organization, wherein said requestor interface prevents the 
user from defining or modifying the organization-identifying informational content; 
operating said requestor interface to present said user with selectable options including: 
an option to select a stationery product from the set of printable stationery products, an 
option to define or select a profile comprising informational content for the specific 
informational elements of the customized templates. 

The Examiner notes that the specification, page 14, lines 10-page 15, line 7, 
describes the process of providing an internet-accessible purchaser interface that 
allows an institutional representative to specify and modify the institution-indicative 
content contained or referenced by said predefined user profiles and that allows an 
authorized purchasing agent for the institution to cancel approve and modify print orders 
submitted by a user of said requestor interface. 

For Claims 1 and 21 

The closest US Patents is US 6,473,760, issued on 29 October 2002 to Klatt et 
al. and assigned to ImageX.lnc. However, Klatt does not disclose the detail and 
combination of steps recited in each of the allowed claims. 

The closest foreign patent is WO 00/26810, published on 1 1 May 2000, assigned 
to KINKO'S. However, WO 00/26810 does not disclose the detail and combination of 
steps recited in each of the allowed claims. 

The closest non-patent literature reference are disclosed in a printout of screens 
from the Seybold Conference, Boston 1999, which provides a general direction of the 
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Internet print industry. At that conference, "The Business Printing Industry" was 
presented on 1 March 1999 at the Seybold Conference, Boston/1999 by Eric Bean, of 
lmageX.com, the assignee of various patens cited as prior art. 

However, the materials do not disclose specific limitations such as defining a 
plurality of company-tailored prototypical product records wherein each prototypical 
product record comprises a template to define the placement and typography of a 
plurality of informational elements for printing on a company-tailored business card or 
stationery product and wherein the template comprises tracking, kerning, text 
adjustment, and graphics placement information.
